before Eli. And the word 
of the Lord was precious in those 
days; there was no open vision. 
And it came to pass at that time, 
when Eli was laid down in his 
place, and his eyes began to wax 
dim, that he could not see; And ere 
the lamp of God went out in the 
temple of the Lord, where the ark 
of God was, and Samuel was laid 
down to sleep; That the Lord 
called Samuel: and he answered, 
Here am I,” 1 Samuel 3:1-4. 

We notice that all down through 
history that the youth have played 
a very important part in the de- 
velopment of their respective coun- 
tries. Our own George Washington, 
who later became the first presi- 
dent of these United States, was a 
distinguished general in the army 
at the early age of 24. Napolean 
was the general commander of an 
entire army at the age of 20.

youth find the will of God for their 
lives and to help direct them into 
the service of God and mankind. 

Samuel was born of good stock, 
having for his father a man by 
the name of Elkanah, who was a 
God-fearing person, and for a 
mother a woman by the name of 
Hannah, who served God and 
recognized her helplessness within 
herself. She promised God, that if 
He would bless her with a son, 
that she would lend him back to 
Him for the rest of his days. God 
honored her prayer and a son was 
given to that union. After Hannah 
weaned her son, Samuel, she took 
him to the Temple, where Samuel 
grew and ministered to the Lord 
before Eli. Samuel’s being born of 
good stock does not excuse us from 
serving God if our parents have 
been ungodly. Jesus. Himself said, 
in John 3:6, “That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh.” Does this 
sound as if God will excuse us from 
our duties, because of what our 
parents, or anyone else for that 
matter, may say, do, or think? 
Surely, each of us, as an individ- 
ual, needs to be born again and to 
perform those duties that are 
pleasing to God and necessary for 
our Christian progress. 

I want us to notice three things 
about the appearance of God to 
this young boy. The first thing I 
want us to observe is the place of 
this revelation. He was in the Tem- 
ple. Now, the Temple is the House 
of the Lord. Are we, as parents of 
the youth of our nation, keeping 


our children in the House of God? 
Are we giving them a fair chance 
to really learn of Him? You might 
be saying in your mind right now, 
“Yes, I send my children to Sun- 
day School each week. I think that 
should certainly be enough time 
for him to learn of God.” Are you 
honest in this opinion? Do you on- 
ly let your child attend public 
school one hour each week? Will 
you expect him to earn his living 
working only one hour a week? 
How about his recreation? Certain- 
ly you will not think less of God 
and the welfare of the child’s fu- 
ture than the things that pertain 
to the flesh. Some will contend that 
a child is not old enough to at- 
tend regular worship §serv- 
ices. Yet, these same folk do not 
seem to think they are too young 
to attend school activities, listen to 
hour-long programs of fiction, or 
go to the movies. I firmly believe 
that our youth are much wiser 
than we give them credit for being. 
Most youth will be able to tell the 
minister more about his sermon 
than the older folk. Not only should 
parents BRING their child to Sun- 
day School, but also take them to 
evangelistic services and prayer 
meetings. This will. not only 
strengthen our youth, but our 
church. Many parents will say that 
it is next to impossible to get their 
child ready for church; but they 
manage to get him off to school 
every day and boast that he never 
misses a class. Some are more will-

Hear, O heavens, and 
give ear, O earth: for the Lord hath 
spoken, I have nourished and 
brought up children, and they have 
rebelled against me. The ox know- 
eth his owner, and the ass his 
master’s crib: but Israel doth not 
know, my people doth not consider. 
Ah sinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, 
children that are corrupters: they 
have forsaken the Lord, they have 
provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are gone away 
backward. Why should ye be strick- 
en any more? ye will revolt more 
and more: the whole head is sick, 
and the whole heart faint. From 
the sole of the foot even unto the 
head there is no soundness in it; 
but wounds, and bruises, and putri- 
fying sores: they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment. Your 
country is desolate, your cities 
are burned with fire: your land, 
strangers devour it in your pres- 
ence, and it is desolate, as over- 
thrown by strangers. And _ the 
daughter of Zion is left as a cot- 
tage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a 
garden of cucumbers, as a besieged 
city. Except the Lord of hosts had 
left unto us a very small remnant 
[thank God for the remnant he 
has always left], we should have 
been as Sodom, and we should 
have been like unto Gomorrah” 
(Isaiah 1:1-9). 


TELEVISION 
Ponder the path of _§ thy 
feet, ...” Proverbs 4:26. Accord- 


ing to statistics more than one- 
half of all American homes, from a 
mansion to a hovel, are supplied 
with this most modern invention 
of television. And since it is such 
a controversial topic, especially as 
it relates to Christianity, it surely 
would be wise for us to ponder over 
the matter more thoughtfully, for 
who can know the worth of a soul. 
We cannot measure the strength of 
Christianity by the number of con- 
verts gained, but by the number 
retained. We must continue to ex- 
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hort believers to “Stand fast there- 
fore in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free, and be 
not entangled again with the yoke 
of bondage,” Galatians 5:1. “For if 
after they have escaped the pol- 
lutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, they are again en- 
tangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than 
the beginning,” 2 Peter 2:20. 


This discussion is by no means 
target practice but an earnest en- 
treaty that we Christians take a 
more sober look into this liberty of 
ours lest we give an occasion of 
stumbling to souls so battered by 
the tempest of an uncertain life 
that they grapple to hold on. Our 
chief concern should be the spir- 
itual well-being of others in these 
end-day times. We must deny our- 
selves more and more that Chris- 
tian influence might penetrate the 
mighty fortresses of sin to deliver 
the captives. 


We must “lay aside every weight 
and the sin that doth so easily be- 
set us and run with patience the 
race that is set before us, remem- 
bering that no man is crowned ex- 
cept he strive lawfully,” “so run 
that ye may obtain.” 


Because television is here to stay 
is no go-ahead signal, for many 
things are here to stay that are 
full of evil and corruption. We 
must in all matters that pertain 
to us, make our decisions always 
under the divine guidance of the 
Holy Spirit and not according to 
popular opinion. According to many 
verified reports of the effects of 
TV in the homes, it becomes ques- 
tionable as to the guidance of the 
divine in such decisions. And 
speaking of the Holy Spirit’s guid- 
ance brings to my mind an un- 
forgettable experience in my life 
years ago when we were in pas- 
toral work. The Rev. S. W. Lati- 
mer, a former General Overseer, 
but then retired, was with us in 
Dillon, South Carolina, for a re- 
vival—one of the very last he con- 
ducted before his labors ceased. 
During one of the many blessed 
discourses he gave my husband and 
me in the home, he spoke espe- 
cially of the changing times and 
the fact that many Christians were 








returning to habits once laid on in® 
altar. This is by no means a jab 

at coffee drinking, but what he dis- 
cussed in particular on this one 
occasion. He said, “When we came 
into Pentecost many years ago for 
some reason, without being taught 
against or preached against, we au- 
tomatically laid aside the coffee 
habit and health burst forth for 
many. Now we return to those hab- 
its and I wonder.” He left me, a 
young Christian worker, wonder- 
ing too. So with a burdened heart 
I slipped into the bathroom and 
spoke to God about these matters 
and asked why. My prayer was 
brief, for soon I received a brief 
answer that has since lived con- 
stantly in my heart. I said, “Why, 
God?” and the reply came, “The 
Holy Spirit never led anybody 
wrong.” I arose from that place 
saying, “Thank you, Lord,” and to- 
day, many years hence, I’m thank- 
ful for that constant reminder that 
leads me lest I stray. 


Reading an editorial comment, 
recently, on a TV controversy in 
a home that was threatened with 
dissolution as a result of it, the 
advice was given to keep the TV 
for it was here to stay, but throw 
out the husband for others could 
be had. What advice for a world 
already dizzy with abominable cor- 
ruptions that have made it ready 
for the wrath of a just God. 


As relates to popular opinion, a 
survey was released which stated 
that 67 per cent of the people 
thought that TV was the thing, 
just the thing to keep children at 
home and off the streets, but 13 
per cent of the better educated 
class of people were not so sure 
that TV was the thing for their 
children. Are you sure? Have you 
really thought? Should it be said 
that the better educated think 
more soberly than we Christians? 
A minister discussing TV practices 
of children in another minister’s 
home excused them kindly, though 
not endorsed, by saying, “But they 
don’t think anything about it?” 
What could be more tragic than 
not thinking? Perhaps it’s time we 
aroused our thinking habits, and 
especially do I say so since having 
heard, by chance, a radio inter- 
view of a top movie star’s opinion 























of TV; who summed it up by say- 
ing, “It’s the nearest thing to the 
theatre we’ve had in many days.” 


That it has made an invasion of 
family altars, Bible study, and 
quiet times for unhurried medita- 
tion has been acknowledged. And 
in some homes, once devoutly con- 
secrated to Christ, it has put Him 
on the outside. Yes, on the outside 
when for weeks no prayer of any 
form is uttered, no Bible reading, 
interest in all Christian activities 
seriously paralyzed; but everything 
TV has to offer is viewed. It was 
Jeremiah in Lamentaticns who de- 
cried the sins of his people and 
explained his tears by saying, 
“Mine eye affecteth mine heart.” 
These eyes of yours and mine will 
do the same for us whether it be 
for better or for worse. 


Yes, it is absolutely wrong for 
Christians to watch worldly shows, 
amusements, pleasure and all evils. 
And so many times we excuse our- 
selves for this and that when we 
have no excuse. We will be left cold 
in experience and powerless. Our in- 
fluence will soon be gone unless 
we are willing to deny ourselves, 
take up the cross daily and fol- 
low Jesus. You may say, “Oh, you’re 
growing older and have lost your 
taste for that.” True, I’m growing 
older, but I lost my taste for all 
of the world suddenly when I was 
saved in my teens, and for over 
twenty years it has never returned. 
It rather grows more distasteful all 
the while as I taste more and more 
of the Lord. 

I realize and know of a surety 
that there are many good homes 
who know how and do control the 
television in their homes; that 
there are doubtless good programs, 
both religious and educational; that 
perhaps many are won to the Lord 
through this medium. But I hope 
to call to your attention a fact 
that perhaps many have over- 
looked. 

There is a tragic one-sidedness 
to the religious statistics that have 
some idea as to how many are 
won to Christ, but have no idea as 
to how many are being lost 
through the same medium. Those 
who have been led to the Lord 
through TV were sinners just as 
you and I were and will have to 


qualify, according to the Scrip- 
tures for heavenly citizenship to be 
retained, as much so as those who 
found the Lord elsewhere. We must 
rejoice with all heaven over the one 
sinner that repenteth; but lest we 
forget, we must weep o’er the dy- 
ing. What have we profited if we 
gain one soul and lose ten; if we 
bring the hundreds into our 
churches and keep away the thou- 
sands who would prefer to sit alone 
at home and watch and be blessed 
rather than obey the command of 
our Lord, “Not forsaking the as- 
sembling of ourselves together ... 
and so much the more (not less) 
as we see the day approaching,” 
(Hebrews 10:25) and be a blessing. 


No, I’m not advocating that the 
gospel not be preached at every op- 
portunity and on every occasion 
where possible, but I do say that 
we Christians must not be lured 
and enticed by that sinister mon- 
ster deceit. 


Offense is one of the most subtle 
weapons in Satan’s armory today 
and is cunningly being used ef- 
fectively. We have today some of 
the best and most enlightened 
preaching since the early days of 
the church; and if Satan can’t 
withstand us one way, he will an- 
other. If he can’t stop us from 
fearlessly preaching the whole gos- 
pel, he’ll so load us down with of- 
fenses that our preaching will lose 
its effect. We must beware of 


Satan’s tricks. Television is offen- 
sive to many Christians, for it is a 
known fact that too many Chris- 
tians watch the forbidden, and for 
fear they speak in secret. It is of- 
fensive to many sinners, for. Chris- 
tianity has long stood against the 
theatres and worldly amusements 
and they fearlessly speak out. 


We have weak children in the 
family of God who have not fed 
themselves on the Word and have 
been fed snacks and cold lunches 
so much that the existing hunger 
makes them gullible. The gullible 
has no judgment of what he eats 
and often comes down with spir- 
itual indigestion. Under someone’s 
influence he sits down at TV with 
no strength, no will power to re- 
sist the forbidden. And through thy 
knowledge the weak perish, for 
whom Christ died. Am I my broth- 
er’s keeper? The strong must care 
for, not snare, the weak until he 
too may become strong. And the 
weak will never become strong dab- 
bling in the world. He must come 
out and be separate, not act sepa- 
rate. 

Can we hear thé admonition of 
Paul, “But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of your’s become 
a stumblingblock to them that are 
weak. For if any man see thee 
which hast knowledge sit at meat 
in the idol’s temple, shall not the 
conscience of him which is weak 
be emboldened to eat those things

EV. VEP ELLIS brought his 
R Spiritual Truth Evangelis- 

tic Campaign to - Hatties- 
burg, Mississippi, April 17-May 3. 
His visit proved to be a most wel- 
come one, this being evidenced by 
large audiences attending each 
service.

ing to hire a baby sitter to stay 
with their child than to expose him 
to worship. I realize that a few 
cannot attend church because of 
affliction, and my prayer is that 
God Almighty will, in His compas- 
sion, heal those who are sick on 
the bed of affliction, so they may 
attend service; BUT make miser- 
able the host of people (many pro- 
fessed Christians), who stay at 
home and waste their life in the 
“ARMCHAIR OF LAZINESS.” 

The second thing we should no- 
tice is the time of the call. It was 
indeed an unlikely time. A time 
when it was least expected—a time 
when his work was done for the 
day. One of our shortcomings to- 
day is that we do not give our 
youth anything to do. When they 
accept Christ, almost everyone is 
willing to tell them what they 
should NOT do. Let us stop being 
so negative about our salvation 
and give our youth some respon- 
sibility. Samuel could not offer the 
sacrifices, but he could trim the 
lamps; he could not sing in the 
choir, but he could hold the door 
open for the choir to march 
through. We should help our young 
people find their place in the work 
of the Lord. They need something 
to take the place of the things 
they were doing when living in 
sin. 

We today might have said of 
Samuel, “Let him get his rest. He 
has had a hard time today and he 
is so tired. It wouldn’t be good for 
him to do anything else just now.” 
But as Samuel was finishing his 
work for the day and was about 
to lay down to lose his weariness 
to the darkness and to the bliss of 
sleep—God spoke. There is no set 
time, no stereotyped methods, and 
no certain seasons to God’s work. 

With a voice as terrible as the 
handwriting on the wall at the 
party when King Belshazzar was 
celebrating, there was a voice that 
spoke to a certain rich man who 
had laid up much goods, when he 
was saying to himself, “Eat, Drink, 
and be merry,” and said, “THOU 
FOOL, THIS NIGHT THY SOUL 
SHALL BE REQUIRED OF THEE.” 

The voice need not be a loud, 
booming voice; because as God 
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spoke to Samuel, Samuel thought 
it was the voice of an old man 
calling from another room. The 
third thing we want to notice is 
the response of Samuel. Verse 5 
says “And he ran unto Eli.” He 
was not only ready to hear the 
call of help, but willing to run to 
be of service. We are living in a 
“fast” world of automobiles, air- 
planes, and missiles; we have a 
thirst for world power; we have 
taken time to do almost everything 
except to worship God in spirit and 
in truth. There are people who sit 
in our congregations with their 
eyes wide open, but who never see 
any of the workings of the Holy 
Ghost; and with their ears wide 
open, but never hear any of the 
good tidings of great joy; this con- 
dition exists because the channels 
from their eyes and ears to their 
heart are blocked with UNCON- 
CERN. God, wake us up to the fact 
that we need to be ready, even at 
an unlikely time. 

God is a merciful God; and it 
is my conviction that He gives 
everyone a chance to live a Chris- 
tian life. He calls everyone at some- 
time in his life, if he has reached 
the age to know the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. Many 
times He has spoken in soft tones, 
almost a whisper, with loving ex- 
hortations. Sometimes He has spo- 
ken in tones of thunders, threat- 
enings of a lake of fire and brim- 
stone. How many times has God 
called you, my friend, until you 
trembled as you walked down the 
street, tossed on your bed at night, 
unable to sleep; until you wept 
convulsively when you heard a 
message from a man of God? How 
many times has He called by that 
accident that you escaped, as it 
were, by the skin of your teeth, or 
the fever that laid you low; by the 
child that you once held close to 
your bosom and which was taken 
from you; by the funeral that you 
attended the other day? That 
could have been your funeral. 
Where would you be now? 

Thank God for the time when I 
heard His voice boom over the 
mountain of my guilt and say, 
‘Where are you?” I said, “Here am 
I, Lord.” He said, “Come to the 
cross.” I replied, “Here am I.” 
Again He spoke, “Look up to me in 





faith; I am looking down in love.” 
I raised my head, tears flowing 
down my cheeks unashamed as I 
surrendered my life wholly to Him 
and murmured, “Here am I; have 
mercy on me, Lord.”

Lighted Pathway teams are being 
formed to distribute these publica- 
tions regularly on a _ systematic 
basis. One church is getting 80 rolls 
(800) and another 60 rolls (600), 
for house-to-house work. Laymen 
and ministers are subscribing to 
Church of God publications on a 
standing order basis to be sent to 
missionaries. Evangels are being 
sent to prisons, hospitals, govern- 
ment officials and university libra- 
ries. The printed Gospel is speaking 
more often and to a greater num- 

ber. 

The final tabulations indicate 
that the circulation of both the 
Evangel and Lighted Pathway now 
exceeds 40,000. Almost 2,000 new 
Pathway Book Club members have 
been enlisted. Nearly 70,000 Forward 
in Faith song books have been sold. 

Ohio leads in Evangel circulation 
with 5,053. West Virginia’s Lighted 
Pathways total 3,826. Michigan— 
Central Canada got more new 
Pathway Book Club members, 266. 
Florida sold more Forward in Faith 
song books, 8,528.

Lest we be overcome, 
ensnared. Satan is as a fowler that 
has many snares and the Lord 
knows them all.
